a spoclos of air bed between the water 
and the bottom of the boat, over which 
the craft will glide with much greater 
velocity than could bo attained If forc- 
ed through tho water In the ordinary 
fashion by a propeller.

lightfully simple in theory, but even to 
tbo lay mind it Is obvious that to sus- 
tain the weight of the boat the air bod 
would have to !K> at considerable pres- 
sure, which would menu tho absorption 
of a large amount of power.

Inventor U no novice lu dealing with 
mechanical problems nml has already 
brought out'.several successful Inven- 
tions." lie declarers that a model boat 
on tho same lines as the craft he Is now 
building showed remarkable spood and 
demonstrated the practicability of his 
Idea.

HEART OF RAMESES FOUND. 


Vital Or (run of Great Egyptian Klii« 


Prenerve.il In Vane :1,1<14 Vearx. 
A recent issue of the Comptes lien- 


dus Of the Paris academy contains an 
account of the successful identification 
of the heart of Itameses II., tlie Sesos- 
tU of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 12u8 B. C. In soda and 
resinoid antiseptics. 


Some months ago the council of the 


National Museum of the Louvre ac- 
quired po.'>:ei-:slon of the four vases in 
blue euiimel which contain the viscera 
aud heurt of Kameses II. and 
bear 


large 
medallions 
representing 
the 


names and attributes of the king. 


The directors of the Egyptian mu- 


seum desired absolute confirmation as 
to the contents of the vases and In- 
trusted the examination of their con- 
tents to M. Lorter, who, with uls col- 
leagues, Professors Hugouuenq, lienaut 
and Itlgnn, made a, careful physiologi- 
cal examination. 
Three of the vases 


contained bandages of 
linen tightly 


compacted and hardened by the carbon- 
ate of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
stances of reddish color, which had 
been employed as antiseptics aud had 
probably contained the stomach, Intes- 
tines and liver of the great king. These 
viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by a quantity of granu- 
lar matter, mixed with a large propor- 
tion of powdered carbonate of soda, 
and so could not be identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


wltn n lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a jackal, proved to contain 
the heart. This organ was found trans- 
formed into a kind of ovul plate, 8 cen- 
timeters long aud 4 centimeters wide. 
The substance of the heart was horn- 
like and the saw had to be used in ob- 
taining sections of It for examination, 
and finally the ra/.or,. so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for microscopic examination. 


Under the microscope these sections 


gave unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterized by being arranged 
In bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other. Since this special muscular ar- 
rangement is not found in any other 
part of the body except the tongue and 
as the mummy of Ilameses II., which is 
preserved at Cairo, contains the tongue 
intact, the experts have no doubt what- 
ever that the vavi: actually contained 
the heart of Unmes.cs II., tlnttened and 
transformed Into a hornlike substance 
by its long sojourn In the soda preser- 
vative. 


King Uameses II. dic.l l.'J.'S years 


before the Christian era, and hence 
some ;'.,Ki4 years have elapsed since 
his heart was first embalmed.—New 
York Times.

BOAT OKI AIR-BALL BEARINGS. 


London Invontor Make* Improve- 


ment In Motor Craft. 


It the sanguine expectations of the 


Invwitor are realized we are soon to 
witness a revolution In motor boats, 
says the London correspondent'of the 
Washington Star. 
Instead of forcing 


tfcelr way through the water ainid a 
smother of spray the new type of 'craft 
will tiklm lightly over tho surface on a 
•Jicettfslon of air bubbles or globules 
that aiay be likened to hall bearings. 


Tlrf practlcal)ll!ty of the Idea Is to 


lie put to the tast In a boat now In 
course of construction by Sauuders, a 
aoted boat builder at (J-jrlng on the 
upix'i- Thames. In shape the boat Is a 
mero box, some thirty-three feet long 
by eight feet wide, the bottom sloping 
upward at the forward efid, forming • 
scow -shaped bow. 
She Is not pretty, 


but l.i these hustling days It Is account- 
ed no sin to sacrifice beauty to speed. 
On eich side and amidships are Hxed 
three stout keels, each 
about 
eight 


Inches deep. 
Between these, on each 


side «f the center keel, are seven other 
lights;- plates of about half the depth, 
making seventeen In all, extending the 
full length of the bottom of the boat. 
Between the tins or plates are n number 
of holes sloping aft. 
They are con- 


nect*! with an air compressor driven 
by a motor engine. 


Th/» boat depends for propulsion on 


the reaction of the jets of air from 
thosft orlllcos, of which there are a large 
number, striking the water. 
At the 


same time the nlr is prevented by the 
tins from escaping to the sides of the 
lioat, and thus, it is claimed. Is formed 
11 species of air bed between the water 
and the bottom of the bunt, over which 
the craft will glide with much greater 
velocity Mian could be attained If forc- 
ed through the water In the ordinary 
fashion by a propeller. 
It sounds de- 


lightfully simple in theory, but e\v»n to 
the lay mind it Is obvious that t;. sus- 
tain the weight of the boat rhe air bed 
would have to be at considerable pres- 
sure, which \voiild menu the absorption I 
of a large amount of power.

lieves that money is marked by pri- 
vate marks placed on the hills with pen 
and ink: perhaps some employers thus 
mark the bills they place In the rush 
drawer which Is being robbed by n dis- 
honest clerk. Of course 'marked mon- 
ey' of this kind Is good evidence In 
court on the trial of a man upon which 
It has been found. But a check mark 
In Ink, unless very expertly put on, 
might, with tho aid of a good lawyer 
for the accused, be shown to have been 
perhaps accidental, and thus would the 
ever-sought, reasonable doubt of tho 
uccusud's participation in the robbery 
he raised. 


"There are several different ways of 


marking money by police experts to the 
ontl that they may establish Its posi- 
tive identity of having previously been 
In their hands before the thief oxlr.ict- 
etl it.
